Says Barry 
of Hedging

WASHINGTON f API-Sen. Bnr- 


ry Goklwater said t o d a y Those 
who contend he is hedging his 
fonservatism to angle for the .1964 
GOP presidential nomination have 
not listened to what he is saying. 


Goldwater.. Arizona Republican 


who is considered a front runner 
for a nomination he still insists 
he isn't seeking, said in an' inter- 
view that he hasn't changed his 
position on any fundamental issue 
in recent speeches he has made 
in all sections of the country. 


"Some of the people win are 


saying that I am modifying my 
conservative position just haven't 
been reading what I have been 
saying," he said. 


"Of course, I think (hero would

change some of his ideas to meet 
the developments of the time," he 
added.

except as the President's author- 
ity in this field is outlined in the 
Constitution. 


He said this means that the 


President can send troops where 
a governor or state legislature re- 
quest them, to put down an insur- 
rection or rebellion and to enforce 
a federal court's edict. 


But he said he doesn't agrete' 


with the Kennedy administration 
contentJon that the federal gov- 
ernment has authority to inter- 
vene—in the absence of these 
constitutional

force the general civil riglits of 
any individual. 


Goldwater said he wasn't mov- 


ing toward the center in subscrib- 
ing generally to remarks made by 
Gerald K. Skibbins, Princeton, 
N.J., research executive, and er- 
roneously attributed to the Ar- 
izona senator by the Congression- 
al Record. 


Goldwater corrected the record 


Tuesday to show that Skibbins, 
rather than he, made an 'Aug. 24 
speech in Montclair, N.J. The 
senator said he had ordered the 
speech put in the Record but did 
not know how the mixup occurred.
